A Proclamation for reformation of great 
abules in M eaſur:s. 


S ldiuers Statutes, Acts and good Oꝛdinantes haue heretokoꝛe becne made, 
That one weight, aud one Meaſure ſhould bee vſed throughout the 
Realine, And where, accoꝛding to the Statutes made in the eleuenth and 
\ J tweilfth peeres of the reigue or the late king of famous memone King 
5 0 Henry the ſeuenth, there were made, ſent, and delinered into diuers Cities 
ee 2 and 2 ownes, ſpetiſied in - Sc Jedule vato the layd Acte of u. H. 7. annex⸗ 
d, Weights and ealurcs of Bꝛaſſe attoꝛding to the Standards thereof 
remaummngmthe Treaſuric of the Erchequer, to remame iti tte keepeng ofthe Mato? Bapliffe, 02 
other head Okticer fo2 the time being, ofcucry ok the fame Leitie 02 Loivne, as the kings Standard 
of Weig'jt and Meaſure, with authoutic and polber gien by tlic {ane Statute, to the ſayd Nate?, 
23a thffc, oꝛ other head Officer, hamng the ſayd Weights and eaſures to make ſigne and pꝛint like 
Weights aud Mraſures vnto cucry of the kings ſubiectg, duclp requiring the lame, as by the ſapde 
Statutes moze at large appeareth : And whereas alſo our late Suucraigne Lady Elizabeth late 
Queccnof England, being enfoꝛmed that the laid Standard meaſures rematimug in thoſe Cities and 
Townes, foꝛ the moſt part were by longcontinuance oftune, oz fo: vant of good keeping, oꝛ other de⸗ 
fects oꝛ abuſes, differing a not agreeing with the ancient D:andard of Meaſures remaining in her 
Dighneſſe Exchequer at Weſtminſter, by occaſion whercof the Meaſures commonly pſed within the 
Realine werc vncertain, x varying one from another, to the great ſlander of the lame, the dilquieting 
of the Subiects, and the deteiuing of many both buyers and ſellers, Did giue oꝛder and commande- 
ment tothe L. Treaſurer and vnder Trealurer, to cauſe all the ancient Standard meaſurcs of all 
thoſe ſeuerall Cities and Townes to be bꝛought in befoꝛe them at the Exche quer at Weſlminſter, to 
be cramined and tryed by the Standard meaſure there remaining, accoꝛding to which her Maic⸗ 
ſties tommandement, the Loꝛd Trealurer and vnder Trtaſurer haue cauſcdall the ancient Stan- 
dard mcaſurcs of all thoſe ſeuerall Cities and Townes to be bꝛought befoꝛe them into the ſayd Ex⸗ 
chequer, where dinerſc of them vpon diligent and due triall and examination haue bene found deket⸗ 
tine, differing and dilagreting from the true and ancient Standard oftheſaydErchequer, 
whereupon the ſayd late Queene intending the common z publique good of all her lounng Sub⸗ 
iects, and to auoide all differences anddeccipts of Meaſure within her Highneſſe Realme, vpon 
good and deliberate aduiſe , and due conſideration therein had, Did not onely eſtabliſh the foꝛeſayd 
true and ancient Standard of Meaſures remaining inthe ſayd Exchequer, there to continue and be, 
as her Maleſties Standard, to examine, trie, and ſize all other Meaſures of the Reatme by, from 
tune to time as occaſion ſhall require: But alſo did giue tommandement tothe Loꝛd Treaſurer and 
buder Trealurer to cauſe all the other Meaſures which were bꝛought befoꝛe them (from the Cities 
and Townes afoze ſaid ) found vpon triall to be differing and diſagreeing from the true and ancient 


Standards of meaſurcs of the ſapd Exchequer, to be bꝛoken. 


And further Her Maieſtie did giue 02008 and 0521004000 bal the layd Toꝛd Trealurer and 
vader Lreaſarer, fo;thwith to tauſe new Standards of meaſures in Bꝛaſſe to be made, tryed, and 
appꝛooued by the ſayd true and antient Standard ofthe Exchequer, and after true and iuſt exam: 
nation and triall thereof had and made, to ſize and ſeale (with the letter frowned) ſuch and fo ma⸗ 

1 Standard meaſures, foꝛeuerpokthe laid ſcucrall Cities and Towucshnnited to haue the tuſtodt 
of weights and meaſures, acco:ding tothe Quecucs Standard for enexry Shire by th? £372 ſchedule 
annered vnto the laid Statute made inthe eleuenth yecre ofthe Neigne of King Heary the ſcuenth 
there torematine foꝛ euer in the keeping of rhe 0533p 32,230 tile, 02 oiher head Emer foꝛthe time be 
ing of the ſapd City and Towne as her Standard of incafure,, as to them ſhould leeme neceſſar 
and tonuement. And alſo as wmanpas maylerue and be conuenient {o2the Clarke ofrhe Market ot 
her Highyeſle beuſhold CondDthiouch the Braune) ozhis Deputies, accoldeng to the Statutc ot 
Anno. Ra. Cap 3. And alſo as might oꝛ ſheuld ſerue foꝛ any other Her DJaieſties Offiters oꝛ Sub 
I:cts Within this Kealme, as ſhould manc ſinte fo? the hang and obtauungoftheſſame. 

And noſb cur Soueraigne Tozd the Lungs chacſtie, minding Hicwine che quiet and publique 
godd of all his louing Subiects of the ſane, And foꝛ the right aud uſt wmautenante, and exectileot 
of all thoſe good and godly TLalves in that behalte heretofoze made by luis moſt noble Pzogetil 
toꝛs, to be dauly bſed and put in eretuntonamangſt all his ſapd Suv;cets of this his highnes Kealme 
of England, aſwell within Liberties a5 Without , 025 Maeſlries well and pleaſureis, That the 
May92s, 1Zayl:ffes, Poztrenes, Wardens, and other head Ofticers of eriery of the layde Cities 
23920nghes, Townes, Cinquepo2ts; and places mentioned in the ſchedule annered to the ſapde 
Statute ot Ynno 11. Hy. Which haue not already reteined the ſapde ue Standard eaſurc fron 
the layd Exchequer, befoꝛe the feaſt ok All Saints nert comming, at the common charge of th 
ſame place, ſhall ſend ſome ſufficient perſon vnto the ſayd Erchequer, authonzed to reteime ſutl 
Standardsas ſhallbe deliuered vuto him, by the oꝛder and appoputmentofthe ſayd Toꝛd Erea 
lurer and vuder Treaſurer, koꝛ the ſayd City, Wozough, Towne, oꝛ place, And to pay ſuch reaſona 
ble pꝛices fo: the ſame, as vpon true baluation of the ſame ſhalbe by the fayd Lo2d Treaſurer ant 
under Lreaſarer rated o2 aſſeſſed : which Standards, euery of the ſayd <2azozs, Bapliffes, and 0 
ther head Officers vuto Whomit ſhall appertaine, (hail ſafely keepe 92 cauſe to bee kept in ſome fur 
and tonuement place in the lame Citie, Goꝛough, o: Towne, andby them make o2 ſize, o: tauſe to be 
made 02 ſized, other tommon Mealures fo: the vie of all maner of people in the ſame City, Be 
rough, Towue, oꝛ plate that ſhall haue tauſe to bſe Mealures. And ſhall allo make, ſigne, and pzu 
with the firſt letter ofthe name ofthe lame Citp,Woꝛough, Tone, oꝛ plate where the lame meaſur 
ſhalbe ſo made, ſized, and panted, like Meaſures vnto cuery of the Kings Subiects duely regquirin 
the lame, takuig ſuch fees foꝛ the doing thereof as by the Statutes of the Kealme are allowed, an 
no moꝛe. And cuery of the ſayd Maioꝛs, Bayliffes, and other head Officers ok Cities, Bozonghes 
Lownes, and places withuthis Kealme, 72 further do and tauſe to be done, all ſuch other Ac 
and Actes, thing and things, fo: thep:zoumdins, hauing, and viing ol the lapde Standards of Mes 


ſures, as be lunited and appoynted to their oꝛ any of their authontie by the layd Statutes made inth 
eleuench and twelfth yeeres of the late Kung Henrie the ſeuenth, 02 any other Statute o2 Ordinance 
Wwhatſocuer : So as all the Mealures thꝛough the Realme may bee rekoꝛmed and made agreeabl 
accordingto the Standard ofthe Exchequer, as by the ſapd Statutes in luch calets required, An 
bis Maieſie further ſtratghtly chargeth aud commandeth, That no perlonoꝛ perſous ſhall fron 
the afoꝛeſaide feaſt of All Saints nert comming, vſe any other Mealurc oꝛ Meaſures, but ſuck 


as hall be made 02 ſized, and reſpectiifty agreeing with the ſayd Standards, and pꝛinted and mar⸗ 
ked with the letter IcroWwned, with ſuch markes and letters fo2 euery towne as befoze is limitted, 
vpon paine to be appꝛehended, committed to pꝛiſon, fined and pumſhed, as contriuers and vlers of 
falſe Meaſures, attoꝛding to the Statutes in that taſe made and pꝛouided. And that this Pꝛotlama⸗ 
tion foꝛ the better inſtructing of al his Maieſties Subiects, ſhall befoze the feaſt of All Saints nowe 
next tomming, be p2oclaimed in euery Market towne thoꝛow the Realme, and bee hanged bp, and 
faſtenedina Table in the Market place by an Officer, where it may continue to bee ſeeneandread 
by any that will. And that the defaults of Officers, of euerp towne in this behalfe,ſhall bee enqui⸗ 
redok and punilhed by the Juſtices of Aſſiſe, and Juſtices of Peace in their Seſſions, accoꝛding to 
their diſcretions,as contemners of his Maieſties commandement. And that all the Standards and 
Meaſures whatſoeuer, not (ized, marked and painted , and made reſpe*tinely agrecingto and with 
the fo2efatd Standard, aud the true meaning of this pꝛotlamation, ſhall from the ſaide feaſt of All 
Saints nert comming, which ſhalbe in the yecre of our Lo2d God 16 oz be reputed and taken foꝛ vn- 
true meaſures, and ſhall be bꝛonen, defaced and deſtroped by the owners ofthe ſame, oꝛ by ſuch offi⸗ 
cers as haue oꝛ ſhal haue authoꝛity to enquire offalſe weights and meaſures. 

And fo: the better exetution hertok, his Highneſſe expꝛeſſe tommandement is, That all Maioꝛs, 
23ailiffes, and other head officers of euery City, Shire, Towne, Boꝛough, oꝛ Market within this 
Acalme, ſhall immediatly after the ſayde Feaſt of All Saints, and ſo from time to time accozding 
to the ſaid Statute, as all other Coꝛpoꝛate, Boꝛough, oꝛ Market Townes within this Realme, 
cauſe to bee bꝛought befoze them all the Meaſures, within the fame Citics, Boꝛoughs, Coꝛpo⸗ 
rate oꝛ Market Townes, to bee ducly viewed and examined, and lauch as they ſhall finde defec- 
fine oꝛ diſagreeing vnto the foꝛelapd Standard Mealures, either in greatueſſe oz ſmalneſſe, to tauſe 
to be bꝛoken and defaced, and further puniſhment to be done vpon the offenders therein, accozding 
to the Statute. And that the Juſtices of Peace, oꝛtwo of them ( whercof one ofthem to be ot the 
Quorum ) (hall with all diligence and from time to time, by examination oꝛ enquirie heare and deter⸗ 
mine the defaults of all Maioꝛs, Bayliffes, and other head Officers of Cities, Boꝛoughs, Coꝛpoꝛate 
02 Market Townes within their limits oꝛ authoꝛities on that behalte, and to ſet Fines and Amerce- 
incuts vpon the offenders in that behalfe by their diſcretions, and thoſe to eſtreate into the Court ot 
Erchequer, and that vpon paine of the puniſhment due fo2 ſuch contempt. 

And laſtly, his Maicſtic ſtraightly chargeth and commiandeth all Juſtices of Aſſize, Juſtices of 
Peace, his HighnecſTc Clerke of the Market, his deputie oꝛ deputics, Matos, Bailiffes, Stewards 
of Liberties, and all other his Maicſtics Officers and Miniſters whatſocuer, to cauſe this pꝛeſent 
Pꝛoclamation, and all Lawes, Statutes, and Ozdinances, foꝛ the hauing and vſing of true Mea- 
ſures, and foz the aboliſhing the vſe of falſe Meaſures, to be put in exetution actoꝛding to their ſeue⸗ 
rall authoꝛities and Jurildittions, as they herein tender the good ſeruice of his Maieſtie, and the 
Common wealth of this Realme. 

Giuen at his Maieſties Caſtle of naindſo2 the fift day of July, 1603. inthe firſt peere of our 
Veigne of England, France and Ireland, and of Scotland the ſire and thirtieth.
